After a lengthy environmental 
proc®ss, proponents of Shawsheen 
River Estates were given the okay 
to proceed with their affordable 
housing project by John DeVillars, 
Secretary of Environmental Af 
fairs for EOEA (Executive Office 
of Environmental Affairs) 

In a certificate issued August 18, 
DeVillars states that the 220 unit 
project off Hopkins Street "ade 
quately and properly complies with 
the Massachusetts Environmental 
Policy Act." The decision was 
reached only after developer Jay 
Tighe and his partners made 
changes to the original plan mini 
mizing the visual, construction, and 
wetland impact. Proponents from 
Shawsheen River Associates also 
had to submit both a final impact 
report and a supplemental final 
impact report to the state. De 
Villars received a number of letters 
from neighbors and town officials 
commenting on the final reports in 
the last few months. 

In his decision, DeVillars notes 
that his review “is complete, based 
‘on the proponent’s commitments 
and assurances that the impacts 
have been minimized” These mini 
mized impacts include the fol 
lowing:

Gerhartz, believe the Corey pro- 
perly is a vital aquifer recharge 
ca for the Brown's Crossing 
wellficld nearby and should be 
protected. Others, like Adele Pass: 
more, claim that due to the dif- 
ficulty of negotiating turns from 
Woburn Sirect onto Ainsworth 
Road, the plan would increase the 
number of cars and trucks which

currently detour through her 
street, creating safety hazards for 
children and adults alike. Her 
feelings were shared by Robert 
Carter, who told the board An- 
dover Street has turned into “the 
Indiana Speedway.” 

Passmore added Tuesday that 
most of her neighbors favor “any 
kind of residential use over the 
industrial threat” allegedly posed 
by the subdivision. 

Corey's original plan showed a 15 
lot subdivision with a loop roadway 
entering and exiting from Woburn 
Sweet.

The board 
approved that plan, A second plan 
showing the lot serviced by a pri- 
vate well was not approved by the 
board because of the location of the 
well, Health Director Greg Erick- 
son maintained that Nelson know- 
ingly dug the well close to the perc 
tests for his neighbor's septic sy 
stem. He added he had witnessed the 
tests and wouldn't “become a party 
to destroying those tests.” 

The board gave Nelson forty-five 
days to ty to settle the stalemate 
with Francis Linehan, the owner of 
the adjacent lot, and other interest 
ed parties 

Nelson board 


informed the 


Monday he had made a "good faith” 
effort to resolve the issue by ying 
to buy the adjoining lot. However, he 
said, there was no agreement on a 
fair price. 

The board said, with no reso- 
lution, it was a "cut and dried” mat- 
ter to deny the permit, Nelson 
claimed his second plan met Title V 
septic regulations and town requi- 
rements and the board was denying 
him the right to develop his pro- 
per 

"You're forcing me to go to court. 
This is ridiculous. I've lost $2,000 
already,” he said, adding "This is 
bulls---.1 wish the board was more 
fair and consistent." 


Chairman Jim Ficociello angrily 


retorted that the members “go out of 
our way to keep this board above 
politics.” . 

One neighbor, Charles Tynan

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Frankly speaking

When the school committce was hit with the surprise 
announcement of veteran member Bridget Zukas' 
resignation, many suspected that appointment to the 
vacancy would go to Phil Fenton Sr, a former board 
member in his own right who had Ist a bid for a seat on 
the school committee last spring by just a single vote. 

Instead, developments over the past week have led to a 
field of four strong contenders, with a fifth still 
weighing a possible application for the committee 
ancy. According to the town charter, the remainder 
ukas' term, which expires in April, 1990, must 
be filledhy a joint vote of the school committee and the 
board of selecimen. 

Fenton was the first to publicly express his interest in 
the school committee vacancy with a formal letter 
delivered to the board of sclectmen on August 14. 
Following this, Jim Doucette, a candidate for the 
commiltce last year, announced his interest, along with 
Brad Jackson, vice-chairman of the finance committee, 
and Peggy Kane, secretary of the Wilmington Home and 
School Association. Paul Martell, another candidate 
from the 1989 school committee race, is leaning against 
an application to the vacant school committee post. 

In an interview on Tueday, Jackson agreed that Fenton 
had a legitimate claim to the school committee vacancy 
but said he was interested in providing the school 
committee and the board of selectmen with a choice. "I 
think the right approach is to put your name in and let the 
chips fall where they may; I'm not running against Phil 
or anyone else", said Jackson. 

Jackson, who's been an active finance committee 
member, said that he was opposed to the tradition that 
‘runners-up’ from the previous clection be appointed to 
vacancies which occur on town boards and committees. 
“T think all this talk about tradition discourages people 
from serving the town, and IJ think that's wrong; we 
should look at qualifications." Jackson noted that his 
principal strengths for the post would be his “indepth 
understanding of the town and school budgets” and his 
viewpoint as a taxpayer and parent 

Former candidate Jim Doucette, also sympathetic to 
Fenton's position as the closest runner-up, said his 
application for the school committee vacancy stems from 
his “commitment to the kids", Doucette had emphasized, 
his dissatisfaction with the school system's financial 
practices as a candidate, and said "I still have a problem 
with the way they are handling the budget." 

In an interview on Tuesday evening, Paul Martell said 
that his job considerations may keep him from formally 
requesting appointment to the school committee, and that 
“at the moment I'm leaning against it". Martell presently 
serves as president of the Home and School Association, 
a small group active on local education issues. Martell 
succeeded Peggy Kane, a founding member. 

Peggy Kane is out of town and could not be reached 
for comment 

And finally there is Phil Fenton Sr. One might have 
i expceted that tradition aside, political sense would make 

Fenton's appointment to this vacancy a certainty. Here's 
a man who didn't simply run a campaign for school 
committee last year, but kept about 100 people biting 
i their fingernails on a Saturday evening in April as the 

clerks had to rely on the absentee ballots to decide the 
| year's closest political contest. Fenton lost by the 
| smallest margin next to victory; and had just one person 
| skipped atrip to the market and gone to the polls instead, 
| we might have had a toss-up. 

Fenton said he is "somewhat astonished" that people 
who didn't run in the spring are now applying for 
appointment. "If anyone else is interested they should 
have been out campaigning last April" said Fenton. 

The former school committee member said, "The 
people of Wilmington spoke at the local election, making 
me the next in line, and I feel it's only morally and 
cthically right that I be appointed; I think because of the 
time and effort I put forth, my past experience as a 
committce member, and the interest I have in the 
children of Wilmington, I deserve appointment to this 
vacancy." Fenton added, "It may not be the political 
| thing to do, but it is the right thing to do." 

The next step in this process will be the joint meeting 
between the selectmen and school committee, which 
/ according to Town Clerk Pat Ward will take place 

following seven days notice to the public. That meeting 

will occur sometime after the clerk has been forwarded 

Mrs. Zukas' resignation letter, which is still in the hands 

of the school committee chairman 

Meanwhile, voters in town shouldn't rely on tradition 
in support of Fenton's candidacy. It goes beyond that, 

Simple common sense would suggest that a man who lost 

by one vote just four short months ago be appointed to a 

sudden vacancy 

To do otherwise would reflect a great deal of 
disrespect for the voters

The Western Buckthorn is a 
shrub, or bush, It is a nuisance in 
Middlesex and Essex countics of 
Massachusetts, and possibly in 
other places. Herbert C. Barrows, 
Wilmington farmer, and for many 
years chairman of the Wilmington 
Finance Committee brought the 
buckthorn to Wilmington from 
Kansas in 1915. He thought that 
people would like to have some 
planted in their yards. 

It is a shrub, with a red root. 
Sometimes it grows to over 20 fect 
in height. There is what scems to be 
a black berry, and which the birds 


will cat. 

That is no berry, It is a drupe, 
with two seeds, birds eat it, and 
scatter the seeds all over the 
country, from which come more 
buckthorn bushes. 

It is useless to cut down a 
buckthorn bush. It just grows 
again. The only way to get rid of it 
is to be certain that all the red roots 
have been pulled from the ground. 

Now is the time of the year for 
people to inspect the area in which 
they live. Pull out, if possible, 
those buckthom bushes!

Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) learned of this 
last week, as was told on Page 2, 
August 16. It is a story that may be 
worth reading. 

Water & Sewer rates are going 
up. The Wilmington commis- 
Sioners recently mentioned the 
possibility of working out a system 
whereby senior citizens who own 
their own home could be entitled to 
a discount. That's their sentiments 
Maybe they can do iit 

Let it be said that the Wilmington 
water rates are far below the rates 
in MWRA because the town owns 
its own water department. 

*A few inflationary costs that have 
come to the attention of this paper 
recently (nothing to do with water 
rates) can be cited. 

1. One lady has told of taking a 
group of school age children in a 
party to see the Mayflower and 
Plymouth Plantation. For nine 
persons the cost would be $100. 
She just turned around and went 
elsewhere. 

2. Another lady, just this past 
week, learned in Tewksbury of 
how Massachusetts is inflating 
prices. She was seeking approval of 
@ proposed affordable housing 


project, of which 13 homes had to 
receive approval of the 
Conservation Commission 

A few weeks ago the filing fee 
was $25, but the state recently 
boosted the fee 10 $250 per unit 
Instead of paying $25 to appear 
before the Conservation 
Commission she had to pay $3,250 
for the 13 homes being considered; 
(she was turned down), 

3. This paper has been told that 
there is now a fee for getting into 
the Harold Parker State Forest in 
Andover, Maybe it is so, maybe it 
isn't, but prices are jumping all 
over the place. 

Whether or not the lady who 
wrote the above letter is a senior 
citizen is not known. If so she 
should cross her fingers and hope 
the water commissioners will 
reduce rates for herself and 
others.

The mailbag runneth over; 
A Wilmington gardener writes, 
We have wo Bing sweet cherry 


trees, They were on the property 
when we moved here from 
Medford 12 years ago, They are 


about 15 feet tall and measure 
to 10 inches in diameter in the main 
trunk, The robins and jays get the 
cherries, but we enjoy the beautiful 
blooms in May 

Problem: the list couple of years 
I've noticed a gummy substance 
appearing at some of the branch 
joints around mid summer, maybe 
a teaspoon full here and there. Is it 
a sign of a serious insect or di 
problem, or, if Lignore it, will it

go away?” 
First, if you ever decide to 
harvest a few cherries, area garden 


supply centers sell tee netting, 
which is fairly effective in keeping 
tH birds away from the ripening 
fruit, To your question - without 
much doubt, you have peach tree 
borers in your tees, What, you 
may ask, are peach tree insects 
doing in cherry tees? This critter 
is equally partial 10 peach and 
cherry trees. The gum exuding 
from small holes near the base of 
the tree and frat branch axils are 
the tipoff that borers are at work 
The adult of this insect is a wasp 
like moth which lays her eggs on 
the tree in July and August 
eggs hatch into white, inch 
caterpillars which burrow through 
the trce, gradually weakening it 
and sometimes ultimately killing it 
Usually, mature uees such as yours 
will survive borer infestations, 
with some loss of vigor and fruit 
production, You can prevent 
further injury to your uces by 
applying a product called Ortho 
Borer Spray. This agent, applied 
four times to the trunk and major 
branches beginning early in July 
cach year should discourage the 
borer moths from laying more 


eggs. 
E.L, of Tewksbury writes, “As 
something new to try, we have

Looks like 
the Jap beetles drink the stuff as an 
appetizer before they go on to the 
marigolds and roses! Help! 

Your experience is 
surprising. The organic insect 
icidal soaps are not nearly as 
effective as are the harsher, toxic 
pesticides, Nevertheless, l'll stick 
by my recommendation, with this 
qualification; Jap beetles, Mexican 
bean beetles and potato beetles, 
among others, are especially 
immune to the relatively mild soap 
products. Where specific insects 
have built up their populations to 
that point where you are obviously

losing your plants (and the 
insecticidal soap isn’t cutting it) an 
occasional application of Sevin 
aft 0) in the even may be in 
order, None of these insect pests 


can stand up to Sevin, applied from

Subcommittee 
formed to revise 
tardy policy

The out-of-school suspension po- 
licy in the Wilmington School 
System was under discussion re- 
cently as school committeemen 
sought an alternate way to handle 
tardy students. Currently, high 
school students who have five un- 
excused tardies are given in-house 
suspension. If a student is con- 
tinually late, he is given an out- 
of-school suspension and not al- 
lowed to make up classwork. 

Committee members were con- 
cerned that the policy would hurt 
students academically. James De- 
mos suggested a different approach 
to the tardy problem. Shirley Callan 
noted that one-third of the students 
being suspended are tardy and 
agreed the suspension policy should 
be reserved for more scrious 
problems. 

Tardiness was referred to as a 
“community problem" by high 
school Principal Paul Fleming, who 
said the key to reducing the number 
of late students lay with the parents. 
When a suggestion was made to form 
a sub--committee to find an 
altcrnative solution, Fleming said 
parents and staff should be included 
in that group. Both Callan and 
Demos agrced to represent the 
school board on the committee. It is 
expected the sub-committce will 
report back to the board in the near

The 15-week classroom and field 
experience program consists of 
courses in developmental 
disabilities, techniques of 
intervention, internship seminar, 
and special topics in retardation 
explored Page through visits by 
guests lecturers. The coursework 
provides students with 13 college 
credits that can be applied to 
Middlesex Community college 
associate degree programs for 
those who wish to pursue further 
studies. Each student is assigned to 
an internship as part of the MRAT 
curriculum, gaining on-site 
experience working under 
professional supervision in state 


schools, workshops, or resident 
facilities. The students fulfill the 
internship component by 
working10 to 12 hours per week, 
Mondays and Fridays, for the 
duration of the program. 

Grants from the Massachusetts 
Department of Education, Bay 
ate Skills Corporation, and the 
Department of Mental Retardation 
enable Middlesex to provide this 
education and training free of 
charge.

The average price of real prop- 
erty sold in Massachuseus rose 4 
percent in the second quarter of 
1989 versus a year ago, despite a

while, continued to drop down 9

"The sales drop for the quarter 
was to be expected,” said associa 
tion president Patricia L. Pingree 
of Georgetown. "Sales appear to 
be dropping back to pre-booom 
1985 levels.

BURLINGTON - Town of. 
Really cleaning up. 

A landmark settlement to clean 
up groundwater contamination at 
the Vine Brook Aquifer - the pri- 
mary source of drinking water for 
the town's 22,148 residents - has 
been announced by the state attor- 
ney general, the DEQE and the 
Burlington Board of Selecumen: 
eleven companies charged with 
polluting that source will spend 
more than $6 million to clean it 
up. 

A $4.5 million groundwater 
ircatment plant, using technology 
whic meets DEQE standards, will 
be designed to treat 2.13 million 
gallons per day and to reduce the 
total volatile organic chemicals in 
the water to less than one part per 
billion, well below current EPA 
standards. 

The companies - all located in 
Burlington's Northwest Park - 
have also agreed to pay $500,000 
to install new drinking water 
wells, pay $250,000 toward cer- 
tain past costs incurred by the 
DEQE and Burlington, and con- 
tribute to future plant operating 
and ma‘ntenance costs.

“Casualties of War" starring 
Sean Penn, Michael J. Fox 
Directed by Brian De Palma

(sex, violence, profanity) 


If you have any pre-conceived 
notions about Brian De Palma, 
king of the misogynist slasher 
flicks, you can forget them. Ditto 
if you are wary of yet another 
Vietnam war story. "Casualties of 
War" is not what you'd expect 
Not at all, It’s riveting, explosive 
even, and so intense you may be 
surprised at just how tightly you 
can clench your fists. It is, in all 
honesty, an amazing film that is 
set in the microcosm of the war 
but deals with much larger issues 
That it is based on an actual inci 
dent makes it all the more chill 
ing. 

Michacl J. Fox plays Eriksson 
the cherry, the new kid on patrol 
Green and goofy, he's trying to 
learn how to survive, picking up 
lips from the other guys in his 
cadre, trying not to sound too ide 
alistic. But he is. He hasn't been 
hardened yet. Eriksson really 
believes he's in the jungle trying 
to “help these people,” even tries 
to make friends with the locals 
You get the idea he thinks he's 
some WWII hero from a grainy 
black and white movie 

But there was no black and 
white in Nam, just varying shades 
of gray. You never knew who was 
going to cut you down, who was 


on which side. His sarge knew. 
Meserve (Sean Penn) not only 
knew how to survive, but to take 
his pleasure where he could find 
it ' 

Just a few weeks away from 
his stateside orders, Meserve 
decides to have a little fun. He 
tells his guys that when they go 
out on their next patrol, they're 
going to make a little detour, pick 
up a litle R&R. Specifically, they 
are going to kidnap a young 
woman and drag her along with 
them to relieve the sexual pres- 
sure. So to speak. 


Eriksson thinks the guy is kid- 
ding, He's not. What ensucs is the 
harrowing, violent, tortuous rape 
and murder of a young woman, a 
farm girl who hasn't a clue as to 
why they are doing this to her. 
Either docs Eriksson, who doesn't 
participate in the savagery and 
even makes an abortive attempt to 
free her, 

What happens afier this calcu: 
lated crime is even more disturb- 
ing. No one wants to hear about it 
when Eriksson tries to report it 
Not his superior officer, not his 
superior's officer, No one. Finally, 
in a drunken haze, Eriksson spills 
his guts to an army chaplain, who 
starts the investigation. Fox, hith- 
erto known as a cute, but 
lightweight actor, is emotionally 
wrenching as he spills his guts, 
knowing his words are irre 
versible, knowing he's going to 
make a lot of people really mad.

Not that his performance over- 
shadows Penn's, but it certainly 
matches the finely honed, brusque 
brutality of the sergeant, a man so 
emotionally anesthetized he docs- 
n't see the evil in his actions. 

Without offering it as a blanket 
justification, director De Palma 
does make it clear that some of 
these guys were casualties of the 
war as much as those who went 
home in body bags. It's never said 
their actions were/are forgivable, 
but perhaps a little more under- 
standable. 

The one flaw with the film is 
that De Palma frames it in a mid- 
Seventies sequence in which 
Eriksson is dreaming back to his 
days in Southcast Asia. It doesn’t 
work, seems too bright, too 
forced, especially the weird angel- 
ic music De Palma chose for the 
closing sequence in which he 
gives his audience the barest 
tweak of hope. Still, a small com- 
plaint, considering the enormous 
impact of the film itself.
